SUNLAND, Jan. 2 —

Navel oranges are now being picked in bulk 


in the Sunland district as directors of the Sunland Packing House com- 


pany introduce this new method of field handling 
Central California citrus producing area. 


Although bulk field handling of 
both oranges and lemons has been 
used in Southern California and 


Arizona in past years, the Sunland’ 


Operation marks the first time 
that this method has been tried in 
Central California. 

The new system involves certain 
special equipment ——- bulk bins, 
rather than the conventional field 
box; trailers designed specifically 
for the operation; mechanical 
trucks with lift forks at the pack- 
ing house, and, in the packing 
‘| house basement, a mechanical con- 
veyor belt and hydraulic dump to 
handle the bulk bins. 

Procedure in bulk picking of or- 
anges is basically this: Trailers 
carrying four of the bulk bins, each 
bin 'with a capacity of 22 conven- 
tional field boxes, are taken into 
the grove; pickers dump their 
sacks into the large bins; when 
all four bins are filled, making a 
trailer load of the equivalent of 
88 conventional field boxes, the 
trailers are towed out of the or- 
chard by tractor, then taken on to 
the packing house behind pickups, 
jeeps, light wheel tractors, or 
light trucks. 

At the packing house the trailer

BULK HANDLING of Navel oranges in the field is the new method 
being used this season at Sunland, the first citrus house in Central Cali- 
fornia to try this modern style of field operation. In the photos, left; 
from left to right, moving down from the top, a picker. in the field 
dumps his sack into the large, bulk box that holds the equivalent of 22 
field boxes; at right top the specially constructed trailer that carries 
four of the large boxes — the equivalent of 88 conventional boxes, is 
unloaded at the Sunland packing house where a mechanical lift truck 
carries two large boxes at a time into the sweat room; upper center, 
at left is a view showing trailer construction, and the manner in which 
the bulk boxes are built to fit roller tracks on the trailer; at right, bulk 
boxes on a moving belt that starts oranges on their way through the 
house after sweating; lower left center, a bulk box being dumped by 
hydraulic equipment onto the conveyor that carries fruit from basé- 
ment to grading and packing area upstairs; at right, another view of 
box being dumped; lower left, oranges move out of first washing tank 
onto lift conveyor; lower right, Carl Creeks, Sunland manager, checks 
a modern electronic counter that controls number of oranges that go 
into a volume fill carton. Special trailers that carry the bulk boxes in 
the field are pulled in the orchard by tractor, on the road by-pickup, 
jeep, light tractor, or truck; bulk boxes are unloaded and handled in 
the packing house basement entirely by mechanical lift trucks. 
With volume fill method of packing used at Sunland, virtually the en- 
tire operation of handling oranges is now mechanical after the picker 
in the field has dumped his sack into the bulk box.

is quickly unloaded by a mechan- 
ical lift fork truck operated by one 
man, that handles two bulk bins 
at a time, moving the bins into 
the sweat room. Following sweat- 
ing, the fruit, still in the bulk 
bin, is moved, two bins at a time, 
by fork lift truck to the conveyor 
belt that feeds the bins into a hy- 
draulic dump that starts the fruit 
by way of conveyor equipment 
through the washing, grading and 
bulk fill process at the Sunland 
house. 

Now, what are the advantages 
claimed by bulk hagdling of or- 
anges in the field? 

As Carl Creeks, manager at Sun- 
land explains it, there are a num- 
ber of direct financial gains, as 
well as indirect gains. 

“In the first place,’’ Creeks 
says, ‘‘we eliminate the handling 
of conventional field boxes — no 
more trucking empties into the or- 
chard and picked boxes out. This 
means growers can eliminate the 
cost of trucking and swamping 
field boxes, as well as the cost and 
work of spreading boxes in the 
field. 

“A major saving will come in 
the handling of fruit in the house, 
since one man, with a lift truck,

the duck season and the sport of 
taking this ‘‘whitebill” after most 
all other hunting has come to a 
stop has been growing in popular- 
ity, especially since more and more 
hunters have learned that the 
breast of the coot is really good 
table meat. 

If the season is extended, a state 
hunting license will be required 
but not a federal duck stamp. Our 
hunting licenses are isssued on a 
fiscal year basis, the current one 
ending June 30, 1958. 

New fishing licenses which are 
on a calendar year basis will be 
required starting with the new 
year and at a new cost. 

For residents over 16 years of 
age, it will cost $3 to fish in the 
ocean. For an extra dollar the 
angler may purchase a stamp that 
will allow him to take any fish 
except trout and frogs with the 
exception that steelhead trout may 
be taken. And finally, for still 
another buck, making $5 in all, a 
second stamp may be obtained so 
that trout and frogs may be added 
to the angler’s legal catch. It will 
not-be possible to purchase the 
trout stamp for less than a total 
investment in licenses and stamps 
of $5. In other words, you have 
to take the $1 ‘‘any fish’’ stamp, 
whether you want it or not, in or- 
der to secure the $1 trout stamp. 

What does a non resident pay? 
$10 to fish in the ocean plus the 
two $1 stamps if he desires to fish 
for inland fish including trout. 

There is what might be called 
a .“‘tourist’”’ license for the non- 
resident that provides a ten day 
ocean fishing permit for $3 or a 
three day license for $1. Residents 
may purchase this latter if they 
care to and at a savings of $2 if 
they do not intend to fish any 
more during the year than just 
the three days. 

Anybody, resident or otherwise, 
may fish in the ocean from a pub- 
lic pier without a license. 

Members of the armed forces 
may fish during the open season 
and for legal limits with a resi- 
dent fishing license regardless of 
how long they have been stationed 
in the state. 

The taking of abalone and clams 
is classified as ocean fishing for 
which a $3 license is required. 
Afternoon minus tides will occur 
from January 2 through the 9th.

With the advent of bulk 
picking of citrus, and eventual 
elimination of the conventional 
field box, farmers, and some city 
dwellers also, are bound to suffer, 
for the orange box has played an 
important part in the development 
of this area.

become the first State with a two 
billion dollar budget, close review 
during the budgeting process is 
the only possible way to secure 
any economy at all in expenditure 
of tax dollars. 

Your §tate constitution gives 
the legislature sufficient time for 
adequate review of the budget 
during general sessions in odd 
numbered years, but its provisions 
before the amendment gave the 
two houses of the legislature and 
their respective committees less 
than 30 days to consider proposed 
expenditures of billions in tax 
money. Though the joint legisla- 
tive budget committee worked out 
a voluntary cooperative arrange- 
ment with the Governor and the 
department of finance by which 
poritons of the budget were sub- 
mitted to the Senate Finance and 
Assembly Ways and Means com- 
mittee in advance, it did not give 
the full membership of both hous- 
es sufficient opportunity for de- 
tailed study of the whole expendi- 
ture program. 

Under the new system, the legis- 
lature will convene in budget ses- 
sion the first Monday in February 
of each even numbered year (Feb- 
ruary 3 in 1958). After the Gov- 
ernor submits his budget message, 
the legislature is now permitted to 
take a recess for not more than 30 
days, during which the Finance 
and Ways and Means committees 
are authorized to hold hearings on 
the budget bill and develop their 
recommendations to their respec- 
tive houses. Following the recess, 
the full legislature will then re- 
convene to consider its final action 
on the budget. 

The new procedure is designed 
to give your legislature a much 
more practical and efficient meth- 
od of handling the complex fiscal! 
affairs of your state government 
than it had before. It will enable 
more thorough analysis of depart- 
mental requests for funds, and of 
proposed expansions in functions 
or personnel than has previously 
been possible. 

If California is to continue in 
its tradition of maintaining the 
highest quality of state govern- 
ment service at the most econom- 
ical cost to its taxpayers, it is 
vital that your legislature be giv- 
en every assistance needed to es- 
tablish sound fiscal policies and 
expenditure programs. The new 
starting date for the budget ses- 
sion is another step in the road to 
progress.

Concerning success of the bulk 
picking operation at Sunland to 
date, Creeks says, ‘‘We believe 
that it is working out in a highly 
successful way. Of course there 
are a few bugs, just as in any new 
operation. We have not as yet 
figured out the best method for 
paying pickers; some parts on our 
trailers will have to be strength- 
ened; we think we can improve on 
the equipment that handles the 
bulk bins after they come into the 
packing house, both in dumping 
the fruit and in taking care of the 
empty bin. 

“But by and large we feel sure 
we can operate more efficiently, 
and) at less cost than we have in 
the past by use of the bulk pick- 
ing method.” 

Members of the Sunland Pack- 
ing House company board that is 
responsible for instigation of the 
new picking method are: Ben Alt- 
house, president; Claude Slaugh- 
ter, first vice president; Jack Em- 
ery, second vice president; Victor 
Meier, Ted Barnes, Carl Thiesse 
and Harold Southwick. 

The equipment that these men 
have put into use is designed to 


fill the needs at Sunland, and is 
unlike any used in other areas. 
Although bulk picking has been 
ytilized in other districts for sev- 
eral years, a wide variety of equip- 
ment has been built up to fit con- 
ditions in a given area. 

Equipment developed at Sun- 
land, however, would probably 
work well in any Central Califor- 
nia citrus producing area.
